Game Laws Outlined 
By Local Warden 


To the hunter and sportsman, 
let us call attention to the Game 
and Fish Code, and for the benefit 
of the hunters, we will give below 
the open seasons (all dates inclu­ 
sive) on game and migratory birds 
together with the daily limit. 
Bob White Quail, Nov. IO to Dec. 
IO, limit, 12. 
Brants, Sept. 16 to Dec. 31, limit, 
8. 
Cock Pheasants, Nov. IO to Nov. 
15, limit, 2. 
Coots (Mudhens), Sept. 16 to 
Dec. 31, limit, 15. 
Ducks (except Eider), Sept. 16 to 
Dec. 31, limit, 15. 
Geese, Sept. 16 to Dec. 31, limit, 
8. 
Mourning Doves, Sept. I to Sept. 
30, limit, 15. 
Plovers 
(Black 
breasted 
and 
golden greaters, and lesser yellow'- 
legs), Sept. 16 to Dec. 31, limit, 15. 
Prairie Chickens, Nov. IO to Nov. 
21, limit, 3. 
Rails, Sept. 16 to Nov. 30, limit, 
15. 
Snipes (Wilson and Jacks) Sept. 
16 to Dec. 31, limit, 15. 
The lawr in reference to hunting 
fur bearing animals is also very 
plain and it will be noted that the 
hunter is not. permitted to use 
a 
ferret, weasel, guinea pi£ or rats 
and also that all song birds 
are 
protected, see section 8 to 18 of the 
Game Code of Illinois. If you de­ 
sire a copy of the game code, you 
can secure it from the county clerk. 
Also remember that hunting and 
trapping license are required by 
all persons regardless of age, who 
intend to hunt in Illinois (except­ 
ing owners and tenants of 
farm 
lands and their children. 
Actually 
residing on such lands w'hen hunt­ 
ing or trapping on such lands.
